3) Claims 7,llandl3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 1 st paragraph, 
because the specification, while being enabling for the disclosed 
ability of control the recording operation by way of a controller 
for the laser source, does not reasonably provide enablement for all 
controllers. The specification does not enable any person skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the invention commensurate in scope with 
these claims. Applicant's attention is drawn to In re Hyatt, 218 USPQ 195 . 
This is a single means rejection. 

4) Claims 7,21 and 13 are further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as based on a disclosure, which is not enabling. The 
existence, recognition and/or detection of the w low power level " is 
critical or essential to the practice of the invention, but not 
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included in the claim, is not enabled by the disclosure. See In re 
Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). 

The low power level is essential and critical to applicant's 
invention. However, there is no elements to detect or recognize the 
existence of such a condition. Hence interpreting the independent 
claims 7,21 and 13 requiring such a limitation, either such a 
limitations inherently follows from the elements positively recited 
or have not been properly positively presented by any of the 
limitations presently found in the independent claims. Since claims 
7,11 and 13 are understandable under 35 USC second paragraph, the 
examiner determines that claims 7,llandl3 fail under 35 USC 1 st 
paragraph since the critical feature is not claimed. 

5) Claims 1-6,8-10 and 12 are allowed.
